SOUGHT FOOD AND CLOTHING. 


The First Sharp Frost Brings the 
Destitution of the Big City 
to the Surface. 


The nipping frost of the past few days 
has brought to the surface the want and 
destitution of the big city. 

The relief headquarters of the Provident 
Association at 1117 Locust street have n 
besieged since Saturday by an i ad, 
hungry horde. 

There are men and women in the throng 
of fl) ages, all nationalities. They “have 
but one thing in common, the look of want 
in their blue, pinched faces and their in- 
sufficient clothing. 

For months past wayfarers have noticed 
only an occasional tramp straggle in or 
out of relief headquarters. Monday there 
were 200 of them standing in line, waiting 
for their cases to be passed upon. The 
women carried baskets and when ‘they 
emerged from. the building they carried 
enough. provisions to appease the pangs 
of hunger and their hearts were lighter, 
with a promise of fuel before nightfull, 

Inside the building was a bustle of prep- 
aration for the winter’s work of relief that 
had come on go suddenly. 

Charitable Igdies constituting the commit- 
tees that supervise the collection and distri- 
bution of clothing had hurried to the place 
early and their hands were full attending 


The poor are either too shortsighted or too 
proud to provide themselves before hand, 
even when they know their wants will be 
supplied for the mere asking. They wait 
unti] nature can endure no longer and then 
they seek the eid the charity of the more 
fortunate has provided for them. So it was 


bitter cold of Sunday night Grove them 
to the relief depot. 

They were there in force Monday, and 
busy hands fitted them out with clothing, 
shoes, underwear, wraps and overcoats. 

The rush has only commenced, The hun- 
dreds who asked for aid Monday will be 
followed by more to-morrow. There will 
be no cessation until the weather breaks— 
perhaps until the winter is over. 

The organization of the Provident Asso- 
clation is wonderful. Every applicant for 
relief is entered on the books, and every 
transaction between him and the association 
is as carefully traced in the récords as 
though he were a depositor at a bank.

All these departments were in full blast 
Monday, although it was not contemplated 
that they should be in full operation for 
a fortnight. 

Dr. Finney, the general manager of the 
association, said Monday that he was over- 
run with applications. “I am not able to 
give you the exact number of those who 
have lied for relief within the past few 
days, but I should judge that it is over 
100 per cent more than at this season last 

The rush this morning will double 

figure. We expect to be called upon 
to the limit of our capacity this winter. 
Many men have been out of employment 
all summer, the city’s population has in- 
creased and the work of the association 
has been extensively advertised. 

“The work of the tornado, while it will in- 
crease our responsibilities, will, in some 
measure, decrease our revenues, as the char- 
ity of the city has already been heavily 
called upon. Cases come up every day 
on the South Side demanding  as- 
sistance. People who have not. yet 
asked for help are finding the strug- 
gle too hard and are forced to come to us 
eventually. When the winter sets in hard 
there will be great distress, I fear, in parts 
of the devastated district. 

“The storm wrecked the upper part of the 
South Side depot at 178% South Eighteenth 
street, destroying a number of beds and 
blowing away an immense amount of cloth- 
ing we had stored there. We have repaired 
the damaged building and transformed it 
into a lodge for men.

POWER FROM THE SUN. 


Edison Talks About What May Be 
Done in That Direc- . 
tion. 


Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Thomas A. Edison 
sat in his laboratory yesterday and discuss- 


ed the mighty forces of nature and their 
utilization for the benefit of mankind. He 
believes the world to be on the brink of 
some astonishing advances in ‘the art of 
power development. 

“Some of the scientists,’”” he said, ‘“‘have 
been speculating as to what the world will 
do for power when its supply of coal has 
been burned up. At the same time the com- 
mercial inventors of this age are working 
hard to find out practical solutions of this 
problem, and there is not the slightest 
doubt in my mind that more than one 
method for getting a great deal more power 
than we shall ever need will be practically 
and successfully worked out long before 
there will be actual necessity for decreasing 
coal consumption. 

“So long as the sun shines man will be 
able to develop power in abundance, no 
matter whether there are coal mines or 
not, and when its rays have been quenched, 
power will no longer be needed. It is from 
the sun, in fact, that we get all our power 
now, for coal is only stored sunshine, and 
the rays that fall upon the earth’s surface 
to-day are as full of power as ever they 
were, . 

“John Ericsson showed by his experiments 
with the sun engine, on which he was 
working when he died, that each square 
yard of the earth's surface receives suffi- 
cient heat from the sun, when its rays 
fall perpendicularly through a dry atmos- 
phere, to make enough steam to run an 
engine of one horse power. The only 
obstacle to the direct use of the eun’s 
eoncentrated rays for the purpose of mak- 
ing power in this latitude lies in the fact 
that, excepting in mid-summer, the sun- 
shine does not fall vertically, but at an 
angle. There are aoney days when the 
sun does not shine-at all, and many more 
on which ite rays have to through 
an atmosphere filled with an invisible 
vapor that absorbs @ great portion of 
their heat before they ever reach the 

arth. 
On the desert sands of Africa, and in 
some parts of our own Southwest, where 
the sun shines uninterruptedly through 
dry air, the use of its rays in this man- 
ner would be more practical. Of course, 
the amount of power that is theoretically 
available in this way is almost ond com- 
putation—enough could be got in the desert 

te of the earth alone to operate the 
machinery of many worlds like this. 

“No one who hae not familiarized him- 
self with the experiments of the scientists 

these lines can apprehend the possi- 
ointies of the scheme for getting power 
direct fom the sunshine. As a matter 
of theoretical and demonstrated fact, it 
is P ble to get enough power from the 
gun’s rays tirat fall on a territory no larger 
than Manhattan Island to operate all the 
machinery of the world.”

OFFICERS HAVE ARRESTED TOM 
LAMB FOR GRAND LARCENY. 


SKIPPY ROHAN IS VERY BAD. 


Four Crooks Are Wanted, and Detec- 
tives Are Looking to Smell 
Plenty of Burned Powder. 


A search made in the slums early Sunday 
morning for Mickey Mack, Skippy Rohan, 
Dan O’Leary and Frank Bresnahan by De- 
tectives Walsh, Tom Tracy, Guion, Will- 
iams, Killian and Hatton was not without 
results. Although they did not get the men 
for whom they were looking, they captured 
Tom Lamb, against whom the October 
Grand-jury returned an indictment charging 
grand larceny. ’ 

Mickey Mack and his companions are ac- 
cused of having committed the bold robber- 
ies in the new Fourth District in which men 
with masks and revolvers held up salodn- 
keepers and merchants in true Jesse James 
style. 

In fact, the police say they have positive 


information that they are the men, 


Detectives Walsh and Tracy saw Mickey 
Mack and Dan O’Leary at Ninth street and 
Franklin avenue Saturday night, and are 
supposed to have dangerously shot O’Leary, 
all of, which was printed in the Post-Dis- 
patch of Sunday morning. 

But the men got away. Then headquarters 
were notified and the other detectives met 
Walsh and Tracy in a down town saloon at 
midnight. 

They had received information that Ro- 
han, Mack and O’Leary had taken refuge in 
the room rented by Tom Lamb, at 1087 North 
Broadway. 


At 3 a. m. they surrounded the North 


Broadway house, and Walsh and Tracy 
entered. They rapped at the door to 
Lamb’s room, and Lamb, who had retired 
opened the door. The detectives entere 
and found only Lamb and Thomas Egan 
thee. They were ordered to dress, and 
were then taken out on the street, where 
a patrol wagon was called, and they were 
taken to the Four Courts. 

After hunting until daylight the detec- 
tives tempcrarily gave up the chase for 
the four greatly wanted crooks. 

It will be recalled that Lamb and George 
Cook were arrested several weeks ago in 
the old Fourth District by Detectives Kelle- 
her and Trimble, charged with stealing the 
cash registers out of four stores, using a 
stolen buggy to cart them away. 

They were released in Judge Murphy’s 
court on a technicality, and then the Grand- 
jury returned indictments against them. 
Since then the police have been looking 
for them, but were unable to find either of 
them until Sunday morning. 

“Skippy’’ Rohan is considered the most 
dangerous of the four men now being 
sought. It is understood that Rohan is 
armed with a navy revolver. There is no 
doubt that he will fight before he submits to 
arrest. 

Mickey Mack is also heavily armed, but 
he has the reputation of being a hard man to 
catch. He can outrun any detetctive, and 
as to dodging and tricks in escape, he is an 
expert. Besides that, Mickey Mack, whose 
right name is Mike McNamara, is a desper- 
ae crook and realizes no limit to his ac- 
tions. 

Altogether the detectives have undertaken 
a hard and dangerous task in the contem- 
plated arrest of Mickey Mack, Skippy Ro- 
han, Dan O'Leary and ank Bresnahan. 

Tom Lamb has been positively identified 
as one of the gang of masked highway- 


men. 

While Lamb denies his guilt the identifica- 
tion seems so complete that there is little 
room for doubt. 

It will be recalled that the first of a series 
of daring hold-ups was committed a week 
ago Saturday, when three men, wearing 
masks, entered the saloon kept by Pullam 
& Peterson, at Twenty-first and Market 
streets. Pullam was asleep in a wine room 
and Andrew Peterson was tending bar. 

Lamb is identified by Peterson as the 
man who advanced first into the saloon, 
who commanded him to throw up his hands 
and, after he had done so, took $18 from 
the cash drawer. Then Lamb was discov- 
ered by Pullam, who awoke. Pullam shot 
several times at Lamb and the “latter re- 
turned the fire, shooting at Peterson and 
Pullam several times and smashing the 
glassware in the place. 

After that the three men got away. Peter- 
son says he is able to identify Lamb because 
the latter’s mask dropped at one side just 
before he escaped and exposed his face. 

Before Lamb was taken into the presence 
of Peterson in Chief Desmond's office Mon- 
day morning, Peterson described the kind of 
clothes the robber wore. When Lamb was 
taken before him he wore the clothes de- 
scribed by the saloonkeeper. 

Besides that robbery, Lamb is suspected 
of complicity in the similar robberies com- 
mitted in the new Fourth District last week. 

The police are new looking for George 
Cook, Lamb’s campanion in several other 
robberies of a different nature.

PREACHER MARQUIS SAYS SATAN 
CAUSED THE BIG BLOW. \

The Weather Prophet Says the Tornado 
Was Caused by the Working of 
the Lord’s Own Laws. 


Rev. Irl R. Hicks, the weather prophet 
who predicted the big tornado of last May, 
doesn’t agree with Rev. D. C. Marquis that 
the visitation was directly due to the influ- 
ence of the devil. 

Mr. Hicks maintains that the Lord had a 
hand in it, and inasmuch as he seemed 
Possessed of inside information on the sub- 
ject, his words are entitled to due con- 
sideration. 

On the other hand, Dr. Marquis is thor- 
oughly convinced that it was the deliberate, 
malevolent work of His Satanic majesty, 
done with the sole purpose of confounding 
the righteous. He does not pretend to 
know anything about the weather as a 
science. He just argues the whole business 
out from the Good Book. 

Mr. Marquis expressed his views on the 
subject Sunday morning at the Lafayette 
Park Presbyterian Church. This edifice was 
badly wrecked by the tornado and the first 
services held in it since that time occurred 
Sunday. 

It was made a special occasion. Dr. Mar- 
quis, formerly pastor of the church, but now 
of Chicago, was invited to fill the pulpit. Na- 
turally the doctor reverted to the tornado 
and lit on the devil mighty hard for his 
shameless conduct, 

“Do ygu ask then,” he said after laying 
the foundation for his argument, “‘who it 
was that sent the tornado whirling on its 
errand of destruction? I answer, the devil 
did it—that same malignant enemy that 
blew down the house over the heads of 
Job’s children. No doubt he involved some 
of his own children ip“the general ruin of 
the tornado, but wig a he care for that? 
You may be assured, my friends, that when- 
ever destruction falls upon the church of 
God, the author is always the same.

Dr. Marquis is mighty sure that old Satan 
exists in a personal form. 

“If the Lord didn’t intend to teach the 
existence of a personal devil,”” said he, 
“then he wag most unfortunate in his 
language.”’ 


Rev. Hicks was found at his publication 
Office, 2201 Locust street, fixing up a few 
forms of weather for this month. He lays 
out a general plan for the whole year and 
then shoves in all sorts of details as he 
goes along. 

“‘Here’s a good man who, by insinuation, 
Says you are in league with the devil,” 
began the reporter, handing the prophet a 
synopsis of Dr. Marquis’ sermon. 

The weather man read it. 

“‘Well,”’ he replied, “‘all I have to say is 
that Dr. Marquis seems much better ac- 


quainted with the gentleman than I am.” 

“But he says the devil sent the tornado, 
and, as you had advance information about 
the big wind, it looks a little suspicious,”’ 
suggested the reporter. 

“You don’t see any special wires around 
here to lower regions, do you?’ put in 
one of the prophet’s assistants with a 
grin. 

“But now seriously,””’ began Mr. Hicks 
again. ‘‘While I believe in a personal pow- 
er for evil, I don’t believe the devil had any- 
thing to do with the tornado unless he was 
acting under orders from God. I really 
look upon the tornado as an agency for 
good, It came by the will of the Lord, 
working through the laws of nature. While 
it was terrible, such things are necessary 
to rouse the people to think of higher things 
to get above the scramble for pork to eat 
and the chase after material wealth. 

“In my opinion the tornado has done more 
to make the people of this city think upon 
the serious problems and duties of life than 
anything else that has happened in years.

“ ‘Thank the Lord for a good devil,’ ex- 
claimed another worshiper. 


“These phenomena are caused by certain 
laws of nature acting so that the atmos- 
pheric conditions are affected. If you de- 
sire to go back of them and inquire as to 
tho intelligence which is responsible for 
them, you simply get into the problem of 
the ages. I have studied deeply on the 
subject. I believe that these laws are 
absolutely consistent, made so by God in 
order that his people may be taught to 
think concerning them, and be brought 
nearer to understanding Him. 

“Tf the laws were variable, if we had 
blizzards in July, if the law of gravitation 
became nullified and we were to go flying 
some morning toward the moon, men would 
not try to understand the system gov- 
erning us.

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THE THEATERS. 


It is net too much to say that “Deacon 
Brodie” is a stronger and more interest- 
ing play than any other presented this 
season for the first time in St. Louis. Itisa 
fascinating study of human nature, such 
as it was Robert Louis Stephenson's pleas- 
ure to depict with a master hand, It is a 
melodrama, but so entirely different from 
the red fire, tank plays to which that fame 
is usually applied that ib seems a pity to so 
describe it. The story is Stephensonian in 
its combined simplicity and complex:ty. 

Willam = Brodie, “Deacon of the 
Wrights,” as the master carpenter is styled 
in Edinburgh, is the pride of his fam/'ly 
and outwardly a pillar o bity. Secretly 
he is a spendthrif*, a gamester, a cheat and 
the chief of a band of housebreakera. He 
tries to break with his evil associates. ey 
insist that he aid them in two more ven- 
tures, There dis a contest of wills: The 
Deacon is a forceful character, buy he is 
vanquished by “The Badger,“ a ruthless 
ruffian, of irresistible resolu*ion., They pro- 
ceed to the execution of the final burglar‘es. 
The Deacon is captured while engaged in 
the first, but his captor is his sister's lover, 
and he is released. The next enterprise is 
revealed to the police by a weal® member of 
the gang. The Deacon escapes and slays 
the informer. The other members of “he 
gang are captured, but may be depended 
on not to betray their confederate, Having 
left home secretly the Deacon feels ase 
sured of his ability to establish an alibi, 
even if he is arrested. He reaches home and 
finds that during his absence she door of 
his room has been forced by members of 
the family, because his father had died, and 
he must be notified. This discovery of his 
absence destroys his alibi. The officers 
come, and, in the conflict tha) ensues, the 
Deacon is slain, 

The possibilities of such a plot depend en- 
tirely on its treatment. As developed by 
the authors, Robert Louis Stephenson and 
William Ernest Henley, the character of 
Deacon Brodie is brought out In a series of 
pictures. He is shown as a man of superior 
intelligence and skill in his craft, but cursed 
with a craving for excitement and with an 
insight into men’s motives which makes him 
pessimistic. He is just a hair’s breadth 
short of greatness, too strong to be common- 
place and too weak to be heroic, the perfect 
material for brilliant but scarcely voluntary 
villainy. Mr. E J. Henley, who carries the 
title role, is one of the most capable char- 
acter actors of this generation. His voice 
is not entirely restored since his recent ill- 
ness, but the hoarseness that is noticeable 
does not mar his work.

THE SKY-SCRAPER DESIGNED FOR 
LOWER NEW YORK. 


SIX FLOORS UNDER GROUND. 


It Is to Be the Largest Commercial 
Structure in the 
World. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A thirty-three 
story sky-scraper has been designed for 
lower New York, with six additional floors 
down under the ground. This will be the 
first of a number of big. office buildings 
which will be built with a view to New 
York’s future underground rapid transit 
system. The rental value of these sub- 
terranean offices ig estimated to be equal 
to those on the str level. This monster 
building will have frontage of 120 feet. 
The plans of the building, as shown in Ar- 


chitect King’s office, do not show a very 
ornate front. In fact, like most sky-scrap- 
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ers, the effect {s monotonous, as there is 
little opportunity for ornamentation on | 
so extensive a surface. This building will 
be the largest commercial structure in the 
world, and 
“The Palace of Finance’ by its projectors, 

Each of the stories under ground Will be 
14 feet high, and the framework of the 
bullding that surrounds them will be of 
solid steel, just as strong as any part of the 
big building. The land is estimated to be 
worth nearly $4,000,000. 

It might be thought the problem of ven- 
tilation would prove a poser, but modern 
ingenuity laughs ai such obstacles as that, 
and the task is accomplished by those very 
simple contrivances, the electric fans. An- 
other seemingly impossible fact is that the 
subterranean section of the new building 
will be given any quantity cé light from 
peculiarly constructed light shafts, by mir- 
rors of great reflecting power, that are so 
arranged that the light will penetrate to a 
depth in the earth which it never reached 
before. 

The lowest of these sub-stories will be oc- 
cupied by the machinery necessary to the 
bullding’s operation, and the general me- 
chanic’s shop for the various repairs that 
may from time to time become necessary. 
What is more, the idea of an underground 
place of business is enthusiastically re- 
<elved by many business men, who declare 
that they see no objection whatever with 
such arrangements as the new building will 
provide in this underground hive of indus- 
try.

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COST OF THE MAIL. 


First Assistant Postmaster General's 
Report. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 9.—The an- 
nual report of Frank H. Jones, the First 
Assistant Postmaster General, shows that 
during the last three fiscal years the ag- 
gregate savings in the divisions of salaries 
and allowances of postmasters were $545, - 

; im free delivery, $2,314,415; and post- 
office supplies, $218,540. Total, $3,278,985. 

The total number of presidential offices 
July 1 last was 3,651. The aggregate gross 
receipts at the first, second and third-class 
offices for the year were $65,282,365, and the 
total salaries $6,203,900. 

ifty-five post-offices of the second, third 
afd fourth classes were discontinued dur- 
ing the year, and fifty-four stations and 
substation® were established to take their 
laces. 

The experiment of free delivery in forty- 
five towns and villages cost the department 
$8,247, leaving an unexpended balance of 
$1,753. Investigation showed that in a ma- 
jority of the offices the gross receipts had 
decreased since the establishment of the 
service, the department being compelled to 
send money to some offices for the payment 
of the letter carciers’ salaries. Congress 
did not appropriate for further permanent 
or experimental service, and the experiment 
was necessarily discontinued with the close 
of the fiscal year. There was an increase of 
over 8 per cent in the whole number of 
money orders issued, and the total increase 
in revenue from both the domestic and in- 
ternational business was $74,147. 

In the Dead Letter Office 6,263,363 pieces 
of original dead mail matter were received, 
about $33,860 being inclosed and 87 per cent 
of the money restored. Letters also came 
containing drafts, checks, etc., of the ap- 
parent value of $956,095, about 92 per cent 
of this being returned to owners.

SOME BIG DEALS 


ARE DEVELOPING 


AND 8ST. LOUIS MAY HAVE A REAI, 
BALL TEAM SOON. 


MAGNATES MEET IN CHICAGO. 


They Will Get Together on Wednesday 
in the Windy City—What Presi- 
dent Robison Thinks. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—For the first time in 
a number of years the magnates of the Na- 
tional League and American Association of 
base ball clubs will, on Wednesday, meet in 
this city to transact such business as may 
come before them. It will be the annual 
meeting of the League, and a full atten- 
dance of the leaders of the national game 
is expected. 


It cannot be foretold what the business 
of the meeting will consist of. There are 
any number of deals being talked of in the 
different cities on the big curcuit, but 


whether any of them will amount to any- 
thing when the time comes for springing 
them is a matter of conjecture. The mag- 
nates of the big League may also fix up 
some deal with the leaders; of the Western 
League, who will be here this week. 

In a recent interview Frank De Haas 
Robison is reported to have said he was 
sure there was some big deal on foot, and 
that it would all develop at the coming 
meetmg of the League. Robison affects to 
believe. that Von der Ahe has disposed of 
all or a part of his franchise, and that the 
base ball world will see some big changes 
in the situation in a short time. 

The Cleveland magnate has it all figured 
out to his satisfaction. In his recent talk 
he said Vonderhorst of Baltimore would 
probably.show up with one of the biggest 
deals in the history of the game. Robison 
said among other things: 

“I arrive at this’ conclusion because of 
what has developed within the last month. 
My suspicion was especially attracted to the 
matter by the peculiar conduct of the Bal- 
timore man during the Temple Cup series 
in this city. He made me an offer for two 
of my best players, and the price was con- 
siderably larger than that involved in the 
Breitenstein deal. The offer was so ex- 
tremely liberal that I was constrained to 
conside: it, but, after some thought, made 
up my mind it would hopelessly cripple the 
team if I let the men go. One of those asked 
for by Vonderhorst was Cy Young. Soon 
after I heard that Breitenstein had been 
purchased by Brush and a deal effected un 
der my nose. 

“I think the town of Baltimore has had 
too much of baseball. It is for that reason 
I think there is more in the deal for the 
transfer of some good team, probably the 
Baltimore, to St. Louis, than a good many 
persons think. 

“There is no question that St. Leuis is 
one of the finest base ball towns in the 
country if it has the right kind of a team. 
It has not had one since the days of Com- 
iskey. That is why I think there is some 
kind of a deal on foot for Vonderhorst to 
get an interest of some kind in the St. Louis 
club, and in that way be in a position to put 
the splendid teams in the fleld. The one in 
the West to be by far the stronger. In 
that way a great deal of interest can be 
worked up in St. Louis. 

“All this means that the championship of 
1897 will be fought out in Western fields. 
Nev York is not the place for a great team. 
There are several reasons for my thinking 
so. The leases of the present park expire in 
three years, and after that it will be the 
owner of the ground who will take all the 
profits of the game there. It should be a 
matter of congratulation to Brush that he 
secured the greatest left-handed pitcher in 
the business. At the same time it is. reas- 
onable to suppcese that the Breitenstein deal 
wes only the ¢orerunner of another of far 
greeter importance. I think Brush was 
‘onto’ what was coming off.”’

Attorney Hezel said this morning: “I 
talked with Mr. Von der Ahe for two hours 
yesterday over our plans for this meeting 
and can truthfully say that we do not know 
what will develop at this meeting any 
more than you do. I am going especially 
to urge the payment of the old Cincinnati 
Park claims. We have paid out about 
$8,000 on that business and have succeeded 
in collecting only about $1,500. That will 
be the main business I shall have.”’ 

“Is Von der Ahe going to drop out of the 
League or sell his club?’ was asked. 

“No, he is not—you can state that posi- 
tively. He is going to stay right init. All 
this talk about a mortgaged franchise is 
sheer nonsense. He cannot mortgage it if 
he wants to. All his property is mortgaged. 
Everybody knows that, but under the laws 
of the association he cannot borrow a dol- 
lar on the franchise. 

“What deals are on foot I do not know. 
Mr. Von der Ahe spoke to me yesterday 
of several plans he had, but none of them 
were more than suggestions. 

“Dowd is going up with us. That was 
decided upon yesterday. Just what part 
he will take in affairs will depend upon 
later developments.”’? 

The annual League meeting this year 
is a very important one, and upon its re- 
sults depends the fate of base ball in St. 
Louis.

Paid Three Hundred Dollars Each for 
Copies of the Questions 
to Be Asked. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Frauds in the ex- 
amination of applicants for positions on the 
police force of this city are alleged to have 
been discovered, which may affect persons 
connected with the civil service branch of 


had been noted that men below the average 
of intelligence had successfully passed the 
examination, while others, their superiors 
in education, had failed to obtain the re- 
quired percentage in rating. The fact led to 
an investigation, which showed that many 


of those taking the examinations were sup- 
plied beforehand with a list of the questions 
to be asked them. They are said to have 
paid $300 each for this list. 

To what extent this has been the case is 
at present a matter of speculation, but it 
is believed that scores of the new podlice- 
men passed the examination after having 
purchased the list of questions to be asked. 

It is believed now that the leak has been 
effectually stopped, and that in future no 
applicant will be able to pass the exami- 
nation except on his merits. 

The discovery of corruption has caused 


the preparation of the questions to be asked 
at the examinations. 

Detectives who were put to work on the 
case diseovéred that applicants who had 
been coached for examination by a young 
man who was formerly attached to the of- 
fice of the Examining Board showed a 
marked superiority of intelligence over any 
of the others. 

This young man was watched and it was 
learned that he was not only charging $300 
for his system of ‘“‘coaching,”’ but that he 
was guaranteeing the men who dealt with 
him appointments as policemen. 

Men were found who admitted that they 
had been “coached” by this young man, 


on the day of their appointment. It Is 
quarters that they received the informa~ 
tion that large sums were paid to this youn 
man, and that he had delivered a copy @ 
the list of questions to the applicants on the 
night before the day for examination. 

How the young man who did the “‘coach- 
ing’’ secured a copy of the list of questions 
is not known, but it is thought he pro- 
cured it from an employe of the printing 
office where the list was put in type. No 
arrest has been made,

London’s Chief Official Formally In- 
stalled, With the Custom- 
ary Parade. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—In bright, crisp weath- 
er to-day the time-honored “‘Lord Mayor’s 
Show” took place and the new Lord Mayor 
of London, Mr. A. Faudel-Phillips, was for- 
mally installed in office, succeeding Sir 
Walter Wilkins. 

The old established custom showed little 
sign of becoming obsolete, and owing to the 
popularity of the new Lord Mayor and 
some unusual features in the street parade 
the ocasion was the most interesting of re- 
cent years. 

The committee having charge of the ar- 
rangements wisely determined to eliminate 
certain absurd features from the rade. 
Hitherto it has been customary to have a 
series of triumphal cars representing some 
allegorical or historical subject upon which 
numerous young women have shivered in 
the November wind. In place of these, in 
to-day’s procession the cars were occupied 
by groups showing the various conditions 
of London's industry during the last cen- 
fury. The procession started from the Guild 
Hall at 10:30 a. m. Along the route the 
usual bunting and decorations were dis- 
played, these being particularly noticeable 
in Cheapside and Newgate street. 

A particularly pleasing feature of the 
parade was the maids of honor who accom- 
panied the Mayoress. The Scots Greys 
furnished the escort and several line regi- 
ments also marched in the procession. 

Mr. Faudel-Phillips, the new Lord Mayor, 
is the younger son of the late Sir Benjamin 
Samuel Phillips, who was Alderman of 
the ward of Farrington and -who served 
as Lord Mayor in 186§. He was born in 
1840 and succeeded his father as Alderman 
in 1888, having three years Previously filled 
the office of Sheriff of London and Middle- 
sex. In 1885 he unsuccessfully contested 
the Waterford Division of Herts in the 
Liberal interest, but now is a Liberal- 
Unionist. He is @ member of the firm of 
Faudel-Phillips & Sons, warehoyse men and 
manufacturers, Newgate streef. He mar- 
ried in 1867 a sister of Sir Edward Lawson 
of the Daily Telegraph. 

The new Lord Mayor is the holder of high 
decorations from Belgium, Servia, Persia 
and other countries. He is a member of the 
Reform and Garrick Clubs. He is the 
fourth Gerd Mayor of the Jewish persua- 
sion, his father having been the second.
